Tessier of St. Anne’s Catholic 
Church, Blairmore, acted as sec¬ 
retary. 

In his remarks Mr. Smith out¬ 
lined some of the duties of such a 
service .pointing out that the three 
causes of need for such a service 
are basic needs such as clothing, 
shelter and medical care, which 
can be arranged through provin¬ 
cial and municipal legislation; re¬ 
habilitation cases which are casu¬ 
alties that have occurred through 
social, economic or mental reasons 
and thirdly, he added were the 
marginal welfare case which, if 
caught in time, could be assisted. 

Rev. O’Byme gave a resume’ of 
some of the work done by the 
Catholic Family Service in Cal¬ 
gary and other areas. 

He stated that the Calgary Dio¬ 
cese would provide some $1500 
towards the operation of the local 
Family Service Bureau and felt 
that about $2,000 more would be 
needed to operate fairly satisfact¬ 
orily.

Coleman Oldtimer 
J. Marconi Dies 

An oldtimer of Coleman, 
John Marconi, died in the 
Crowfmcst Pans Municipal 
hospital on Nov. 28th after a 
very brief illness at the age 
of 76. 

Mr. Marconi was born at 
St. Ange'e, Province of Cam- 
pobosso, Italy. Feb 15,1888. 

He came to Canada as a lad 
of 13, settling in Montreal 
where he worked for a short 
time before moving to Winni 
peg. 

In 1907 he moved to Lille, 
Alta., where lie worked as a 
porter in the Lilie Hotel. In 
1913 he moved to Coleman

campaign. 

Mr. Paul Lawrence, General 
Manager of the Alberta Safety 
Council, outlined the safety pro¬ 
gram proposed and asked dele¬ 
gates to take over the sale end 
distribution of two safety devices 


which have proved highly success¬ 
ful in reducing the number of 
highway accidents caused by slow 
moving vehicles in other areas. 
The first is a triangular shield in 
brown and green, fluorescent by 
day and reflective by night, which 
is attached to the vehicle by means 
of a bracket. The second, a red 
flag on a ten-foot polo, is visible 
to other traffic even when the 
slow moving vehicle itself is hid¬ 
den by an elevation in the read. 

Beth devices are designed to 


warn high speed traffic when a 
vehicle travelling less then 25 miles 
per hour is on a public road, there¬ 
by eliminating one of the major 
causes of accidents involving slew 
moving vehicles.

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Calgary Power 
Asks Co-operation 
Of Customers 

The failure of two armature coils 
on Calgary Power’s largest gener¬ 
ating unit at the Wabamun Ther¬ 
mal Station has seriously impaired 
the Company’s peak load generat¬ 
ing capability. Despite this loss the 
Company has maintained service 
through inter-connections and shed¬ 
ding of interruptible loads. 

The trouble to the Wabamun Unit 
occurred on Sunday morning, Nov¬ 
ember 22nd and since then main¬ 


tenance crews have been on a 
round-the-clock basis. 

It is expected that a period of 
at least three weeks will be re¬ 
quired for repairs. The situation 
has been rendered more difficult 
because of the fact that this has 
occurred at the time of the Com¬ 
pany’s annual peak load. 

In order to augment its generat¬ 
ing capability the Company is 
drawing power from its inter-con¬ 
nections with the Cities of Edmon¬ 
ton, Lethbridge and Medicine Hat, 
and the Canadian Utilities, East 
Kootenay and West Kootenay Pow¬ 
er Companies’ generating stations.

Report From 
Parliament Hill 

Nov. 20, 1964. 

(Lawrence E. Kindt, MP) 

The proposed Canada Pension 
Plan is to be referred to a Spe¬ 
cial committee of Parliament for 
very intensive study, and it will, 
no doubt, be quite a long time 
before the Plan itself returns to 
the floor of the House of Commons. 

While I do not wish to make any 
detailed comments on the propos¬ 
ed Pension Plan until I have had 
an opportunity of carefully exam¬ 
ining it, there is one preliminary 
observation that I would like to 
make. It seems to me (and the 
same thought is shared by a good 
many MP’s) that the term “Pen¬ 
sion Plan” has a sort of magic 
sound and that everybody has been 
hypnotized into believing that some 
sort of miracle is going to be per¬ 
formed when the Bill is passed, 
and that some great and unexpect¬ 
ed benefits are going to flow to 
everyone in Canada-this remains 
to be seen. 

The big question that arises in 
my mind is, why are we going to 
the trouble of working out an ex¬ 
traordinarily complex Pension 
Plan, which may not cover every¬ 
body in Canada (and probably not 
those who will need it most) when 
we already have a very practical, 
efficient and inexpensive method of 
paying pensions to senior citizens? 

It appears that this new plan 
will probably require a new army 
of civil servants to administer it, 
and, in addition, there will be all 
sorts of detailed complexities 
which will cause endless troubles 
for many years until all these bugs 
are ironed out. 

The main “advantage” of the 
new plan, it seems, is that contri¬ 
butions which are paid in now for 
future benefits will provide enorm¬ 
ous funds (billions of dollars) which 
will be used by the various prov¬ 
inces for carrying out their own 
pet projects. 

From what we have heard so far 
it seems that the contributions to 
be made under the new plan will 
be quite discriminatory against 
certain age groups. In addition, if 
the cost of living continues to rise. 


the pension (when you get it) may 
not be worth very much, as has 
been the case with regard to life 
insurance policies purchased many 
years ago. 

At the moment-1 am still won-, 
dering why it would not be better 
to raise the present Old Age Pen¬ 
sions up to $125 a month, either 
all at once or by stages and, if 
necessary, a special tax could he 
levied to pay for this. This would 
be similar to the “contributions” 
to be paid under the new plan. In 
this way there would be no need 
for the hiring of a whole new ar¬ 
ray of civil servants, no need to 
face a mountain of administrative 
problems which will last for a 
number of years, and should a 
steady inflation continue in the 
country over the years (and thus 
reduce the purchasing power of the 
pension) the pension can always be 
increased to make allowances for 
price rises. This would be almost 
impossible under the proposed new 
Pension Plan. 

Perhaps after I have studied the 
new legislation some of these ques¬ 
tions may be answered. I hope so. 

Quest-ions, Answers 
Re Employment 

Q—Recently I was given an in¬ 
crease in my monthly salary which 
makes my yearly earnings more 
than $5460 a year. The increase 
was retroactive for six months. My 
•employer deducted unemployment 
insurance contributions from my 
pay during that six month period. 
Can I get a refund of those con¬ 
tributions? 

A—No. Your yearly earnings did 
not exceed the wage ceiling of 
$5460 per year until the actual 
date you received the salary 
increase. Therefore your em¬ 
ployment was insurable during 
the six month period covered 
by retroactive salary increase. 
Q—Why do people who are draw¬ 
ing benefits have to answer per¬ 
sonal questions on the forms, in 
the office, and then again when 
an investigator from the Commis¬ 
sion calls around at the house? For 
instance, if my wife is not living 
with me, I think that is my own 
business. 

A—Questions asked at the time you 
filed your claim, which you 

may consider personal, are 

necessary to establish your en¬ 
titlement to benefit. This in¬ 
formation is held in strictest 
confidence. 

The main purpose of inter¬ 
viewing a claimant at home is 
to verify that he is residing at 
his given address, that he is 
unemployed, capable of and 
available for work and ful¬ 
filling all conditions for entitle¬ 
ment to benefit. 

If you are claiming your wife 
as a dependent and she is not 
residing with you, it is neces¬ 
sary to ask questions concern¬ 
ing her whereabouts and to 
what degree you support her 
in order to arrive at a deci¬ 
sion concerning your entitle¬ 
ment to the dependency rate 
of benefit. 

Q—An inspector from the Unem¬ 
ployment Insurance Commission 
called on me a while back, and 
showed me a paper filled out by 
my former employer as to the 
number of days I had worked and 


the amount of money I had earned 
while I was claiming benefit. The 
information the employer gave was 
not correct. I realize now I should 
have declared my. earnings, how¬ 
ever, small- they..were,, but .what.I 
should like to know is, what pro¬ 
tection do claimants have against, 
wrong information given the Com¬ 
mission by employers? 

A—If you do not agree with the 
information furnished to the 
Commission by your employer 
regarding your earnings find, 
number of days worked you 
are given the opportunity to 
explain why you disagree dur¬ 
ing your interview with the 
inspector. 

Any records you have kept 
concerning your earnings and 
days worked should be made 
available. The inspector will 
then interview the employer, 
and make a detailed examina¬ 
tion of payroll records, cheque 
stubs, time cards, etc., in ord¬ 
er to obtain the correct in¬ 
formation.
